THE STATE LEGISLATURE. 


The State Controller and Bute Tress- 


ater asked the Attorney General, who it 
th* legal adviser of all But* official*, 
whether the Controller should draw war- 
rant! oo the food created by (he Legis- 
lature for the payment of the per di«m 
tod mileage of ill members, and in I be 
•vent of hu doing 10 should the Treat' 
urer pa; such warrants? 


The Attorney General answers, with- 


out discusslc.o as to the legal status of 
the Legialuture, that erery law passed 
by a legislative body is presumed to bt> 
constitutional until declared otherwise 
by a court of last retort. The members 
were legally elected, they hare taken the 
oath of office, organized as a legislative 
body ami are engaged in enacting la»s. 
For the-L reason? he holds that the Legis 
lature i < without doubt a "do facto" body 
and until tlieSupreuieO >urt declares the 
^apportionment Act 
unconstitutional 


anJ the present Legislature a usurping 
body, all law* enacted by it nnd ap 
proved by lha Governor, if otherwise 
Constitutional, will bo valid. 


In support of this view of the question 


the Attorney General quotes fiom a re- 
cent decision of the Supreme Court of 
Indiana that " a person elected to an 
office under an unconstitutional statute 
before it is iidjudgad to be so, is an 
officer 'do facto1 and his official acts per 
formed belore ouster are to the public as 
the acts of an officer 'de jure.' " He fur 
thor states tout tho Court in State vs 
Cunningham, 51, N. E. Reports, page 
720, say* among other things, that "on 
the ground of public policy the acts 
done and the lans passed by such a 
Legislature would be ' de facto' as bind 
ing and ob'isjatory as those of any othe 
Legislature."'

Upon the snme point,'' says the Attorae; 
General, "the Court siyi: Apprehension 
Lava been ascertained as to the effec 
which a decision adverse to the validity 
of the Act will have upon past legislation 
and upon the competency of the preaen 
Legislature to pass a valid apportionmcn 
as it is said the Apportionment Act o 
1887 is obnoxious to the same objection 
as this one. Upon the assumption tha 
the Act of 1887 is void ler any reason 
Senators and members of tha Assembl 
who have been elected und qualifle 
under it are such'do facto,' and the! 
acts are valid us to the public and (hire 
persons."

The Attorney General therefore is o 


the opinion that the Controller ghoul 
draw his warrant upon the legisla'iv 
fund created by the present Li-xislatur 
and that the Treasurer would be justiflu 
in paying the same. 


The opinion is bused, on com mo 


sense and 19 tredilalilu to the Attorne 
General, and now (hit it establishes th 
validity of tho Legislature, at leal 
until the court of last resort decide 
otherwise, It is greatly to be hoped th.i 
tho Acts of that body will prove 
acceptable to the people of the State a

A Waterloo Veteran. 


On Sept. 27,1893, General Karl Fried- 


rich Mnller, of the Hanowerian army, 
died at Hanover iu his ninety-seventh 
year. The deceased general^as present 
on the ICth, 17th and 18th of October, 
1813, at the famous "Battle of the Na- 
tions," an engagement that cost Na- 
poleon 78,000 men, 800 cannon and 1,000 
standards. 


Karl Friedrich Mnller was present at 


Quatre Bras on the 16th and at Water- 
loo on the 18th of Jane, 1815. 
After the 


victory he maiched with his battery of 
artillery to Paris and remained in the 
French capital during the whole penod 
of occupation by the allied armies. Karl 
Mnller, who began his military career at 
fifteen, was never wonnded and rose to 
the rank of a general iu the Hanoverian 
service. 


He retired on a pension not long be- 


fore the overthrow of his sovereign, with 
whose misfortunes he sympathized, and 
to whose cause he remained strongly at- 
tached. On Sept. 80, in presence of a 
vast concourse of people, this distin- 
guished man was bnried with f nil mili- 
tary honors, and the identical colors 
carried by the brave Hanoverians at 
Waterloo were unfurled aronnd his 
grave.—Notes an4 Queries.
